Beautify Vale

Tapping the spirit of Ballardvale’s past 
would provide the stimulus for a 
community-directed development of 
potentially the largest remaining growth 
area of the town. 

This is among the conclusions of a study 
performed by two summer interns in the 
department of community development 
and planning who have examined the 
"Vale, a community within the communi- 
ty, much the same as the Shawsheen area 
of the town. 

There are 379 buildable lots in Ballard- 
vale, representing enough housing for an 
additional 1314 new residents, and an 81 
percent increase in population is expected 
there in the next 30 to 40 years, the largest 
projected increase for any area of town. 

These are some of the statistics from 
the two-month comprehensive study. 

The study will be taken to the residents 
of Ballardvale in an effort to join the com- 
munity, the town and the private sector in 
a program to plan for a profitable future 
for the area. 

The interns, David Henderson and Ernie 
Loeb, both students of community plan- 
ning, were hired to study Ballardvale. 
Their report and some of their recommen-

Cherry Sheet 
Favorable 
To Town

Cherry Sheet figures, indicating the 
town will receive $439,134 more in state 
reimbursements than a year ago, are very 
favorable to Andover’s projected tax rate. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said 
Wednesday that while several other fac- 
tors, such as local anticipated revenues 
must be considered, the increased state 
aid represented about $1.70 saving on the 
tax rate. 

Clark said that the estimates were far 
above what he had anticipated, feeling 
that around town meeting time Andover’s 
increased receipts from state sources 
would be in the vicinity of $160,000. 


As for the tax rate itself, several factors # 


must still be considered prior to es- 
tablishing the levy for Fiscal 1979-’80. New 
revenues from such sources as building 
permits, use fees, etc. along with cer- 
tification of the town’s free cash all con- 
tribute to establishing the tax rate. 

But, Clark said, the prospects appear 
brighter in view of the Cherry Sheet 
numbers, that the forecast of an increase 
from $62 last year to $67 per thousand this 
year will be reduced. 

Gov. King and the state department of 
revenue and taxation jointly announced 
the figures late Monday, but local officials 
did not receive the official estimates and 
breakdown until Wednesday. 

Assessor William H. Russell said 
Wednesday that the town’s estimated 
receipts from all state sources was about 
16 per cent over a year ago, but also

Bulldozing Original College 


After 32 years of memorable service, 
the weathered walls of Guild Hall will 
come tumbling down next Monday. 

This first structure on the Merrimack 
College campus has been judged unsafe 
for occupancy and too costly to renovate. 
In recent years it has contained five 
laboratories and a shop for civil engineer- 
ing plus studios for fine arts. 

When the decision wasmade to raze this 
landmark, a task force was spearheaded 
by Roger N. Bower, retired president of 
the Lawrence Savings Bank and former

president of the Men of Merrimack, to ob- - 


tain funds for the relocation of these 
departments. 


Sufficient financial support to move 
civil engineering from Guild Hall to 
Cushing Hall, at the heart of the campus 
where all other sciences are housed, was 
pledged and contributed by Community 
Savings Bank, Essex Broadway Savings 
Bank, Andover Savings Bank, Merrimack 
Valley Bay Bank and Lawrence Savings 
Bank, as well as the College. 


Guild Hall .was the cornerstone for 
Merrimack College, which came into ex- 
istence when Richard Cardinal Cushing 
sounded the call in 1946 for the construc- 
tion of an institution of higher learning in- 
the Merrimack Valley to satisfy requests 
of a citizens’ labor-management com- 
mittee concerned with the availability of 
employment and rehabilitation programs

for returning World War II veterans. 

The Villanova Province of the Order of 
St. Augustine, which had been working in 
the parishes of this area for a century, 
accepted the invitation of Archbishop 
Cushing to undertake this venture and ap- 
pointed Reverend Vincent A. McQuade, a 
Lawrence native, as president of the new 
college. 

The first piece of real estate purchased 
for the new enterprise was a plot of farm 
land of some 45 acres, located on the 
southerly side of Peters and Haverhill 
streets (Rte.133) partly in Andover and 
partly in North Andover. 

Also acquired was a lot of 24,000 square 
feet across Peters street from the campus 
site. The brick dwelling on this location 
was deemed a convenient faculty house fo 
Augustinians who would be assigned to 
staff the college. 

In January, 1947, Fr. McQuade entered 
into negotiations with a contractor for the 
construction of a one-story, cinder block 
building to contain seven classrooms, two 
laboratories, a small library and ad- 
ministrative offices, and designed to 
house 200 students. 

Construction got underway in early 
surnmer and completion of the temporary

one-story, E-shaped, cinder-block building 
was promised within two and one-half 
months. 

Dedication was scheduled for Sept. 22. 

After the invitations had been mailed, 
lightning struck the front wall and knock- 
ed down part of it. 

Despite this momentary setback, 
modest dedicatory ceremonies marked 
the formal opening of Merrimack College 
on Sept. 22, 1947. A solemn High Mass was 
celebrated in St. Augustine’s Church, An- 
dover. After returning to campus, the en- 
tire assembly gathered for dedication and 
blessing of the yet-unamed building. Later 
it was. called Guild Hall, ‘‘after our good 
friends who worked so hard in the early 
days,’”’ as Father McQuade explained. 


Workmen raced to complete finishing 
touches on the interior of the structure as 
first classes opened Sept. 29. Merrimack’s 
first freshman class numbered 165 male 
students. 

The young faculty was composed of 13 
dedicated men, who taught many facets of

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What was it like to be the sparring 
partner of Gene Tunney? A secretary for 
William Wood, builder of Shawsheen 
Village?

The answers, from men and women who 
did those things, are in ‘‘Taking Care of 
Their Heritage II (A Collection of Oral Ac- 
counts).’’ Written by Andover junior high 
school students, the book is a group of 
reminiscences of older Andover residents 
about their lives. 

The collection represents the final 
product of the course work for a special 
history program offered by the Andover 
school department. Designed by Sean Ken- 
nan, the oral history program involved 49 
students directly in interviewing and 
writing. 

Kennan solicited older residents to be 
interviewed for the project, and scheduled 
interviews with the students for those who 
were interested. 

The students tape recorded the inter- 
views and wrote transitions to make the 
final stores more readable. Any changes 
in the transcripts of the interviews were 
made to adapt the spoken work to a 
written format, Kennan said. 

This is the second edition of what seems 
likely to become a series of books of per- 
sonal reminiscences. The first was 
published last year by students involved in 
a similar program. The focus last year, 
Kennan said, was on a history of the town, 
and was not as popular as was hoped. 

This year, steps were taken to expand 

the interest in the publication. The book is 
set in large brown type on yellow pages to 
make reading easier. Most of the stories 
are accompanied by photographs of per- 
sons interviewed. 
_ The focus this year was made less 
historical. ‘“‘The book is human beings 
writing about human beings,” Kennan 
said, ‘‘not scholars writing about collec- 
tor’s items.”’ 


Jobless Rate 


Massachusetts unemployment rate for 
July 1979 was 5.0 percent, according to 
John F’. Hodgman, director of the Division 
of Employment Security (DES) an- 
nounced today. 
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The current unemployment rate is vir- 
tually unchanged from the previous two 
months. June’s rate was 5.1 percent, while 
in May the rate was 5.0 percent. In July 
1978 the unemployment rate was 6.3 per- 
cent. 

The national unemployment rate was 5.8 
percent unadjusted and 5.7 percent 
seasonally adjusted. Massachusetts’ rate 
cannot be adjusted for seasonal variations 
and therefore is not comparable with the 
seasonally adjusted national rate, but 
since April the Commonwealth’s rate has 
been below the national average adjusted 
and unadjusted rates.

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The Hazards of a consumer product may 
not become known until aninjury sends 
someone to a hospital emergency room. 

In the case of Lawrence General 
Hospital, the emergency room visit could 
be the first step inthe process of removing 
the hazard from the product or even 
removing the product from the 
marketplace. 

The Lawrence General Hospital 
emergency room literally plugged into a 
national program of the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission to help inden- 
tify hazardous products to prevent further 
injury earlier this summer. 

A bicycle frame split into two pieces 
with normal use; firecrackers shattered a 
beer bottle; a child consumed the contents 
of a cough medicine container which was 
considered childproof. The victims of 
these product-related accidents were 
treated in Lawrence General Hospital’s 
emergency room. 

Information about each injury and the 
product causing it was picked up by 
employee Tom Blouin during his daily 
scanning of the accident room log. Blouin 
serves as the hospital’s data collector for 
the project. 

He translates the information about the 
injury and the product into code form and 
forwards it to Consumer Product Safety. 
Commission headquarters in Washington, 
D.C. through a computer hookup. 

Such daily reports from hospitals 
throughout the country are surveyed and 
analyzed. Instructions to gather more in- 
formation on some products are relayed 
back to Blouin. 

At this point, an intense look at the 
possible dangers of a consumer product 
begins. In so many cases, the safety of a 
consumer product gets tested after it is 
sold rather than before; and the only way 
to get accurate information about product 
hazards is to ask accident victims to ex- 
plain how they were injured. 

According to Blouin, the hardest part of 
the job is to get the injured people and 
their families to cooperate. They’re not 
always eager to talk with him. ‘‘Some are 
embarrassed, feeling that they have made 
a mistake,” he said. It’s important to 
know that I’m in no position to judge them, 
that their description of the accident could 
be used to prevent many others from being 
harmed. 

Voluntary individual participation is the 
crucial factor in the whole program. 
Without the cooperation of those who have 
been injured, accurate information about 
hazardous products is impossible to get. 
Without an accurate description of how 
the product was able to cause an injury, it 
cannot be determined whether the object 
is inherently hazardous, likely to be misus- 
ed, or if the injury was inflicted due to 
clear abuse of the product. 

Maintaining privacy is another concern 
with accident victims. Blouin is a stranger 
to those people he telephones a day or two 
after their emergency room visit and 
many respond defensively and skeptically. 

He offers reassurance of complete 
privacy explaining the intricate coding 
system used to relay information to 
CPSC’s information center. With this 
system, CPSC neither collects nor stores 
any information which would identify vic- 
tims or physicians. All information 
collected describes the product, use of the 
product, and the injury, but never 
describes the injured person.

The individual’s voluntary cooperation 
is the cornerstone of this program, so the 
interview with the injured person is 
crucial. 

Lawrence General is one of a handful of 
hospitals throughout New England par- 
ticipating in CPSC’s National Electronic 
Injury Surveillance System (NEISS) 
program. NEISS, the system for in- 
vestigating hazardous products, is just one 
program of the Commission. 

Lawrence General Hospital has the 
busies emergency room in the Merrimack 
Valley area. This provides a represen- 
tative sample of product-related injuries 
that would show up across the country. 

Blouin works under the supervision of 
emergency room Director, Jose L. Silva, 
M.D. Costs for the program, including 
Blouin’s salary while on this assignment 
are reimbursed by CPSC. 

Dr. Silva endorses the program in his 
department, hoping it will promote better 
health through preventive medicine. 

‘“‘Sometimes I wonder about the effec- 
tiveness of large government programs,” 
Silva said, ‘“‘but I think this one will d 
some good.” \

supposed to help prevent further injuries 
from products studied.

Bon Secours Hospital will file a Deter- 
mination of Need application with the 
State Department of Public Health, 
September 1, for permission to undertake 
a major building program that will add to 
its bed capacity and patient support ser- 
vices. 

William L. Lane, director, unveiled the 
key elements of the proposed expansion 
project before area legislators and 
members of the press at a luncheon 
meeting Wednesday. 

The Building Program, estimated at 
about 9.5 million dollars, will consist of 
the addition of 41 adult medical/surgical 
beds, 25 acute psychiatric beds, the im- 
plementation of a Material Management 
Center and the expansion of the Hospital’s 
Food Service, Pharmacy, Diagnostic and 
Therapeutic Radiology, Oncology, 
Physical Therapy, Education, 
Maintenance, Employee Services and 
Housekeeping Departments. 

According to Lane, the proposed project 
will not take the form of a new building, 
but will be designed to expand the existing 
facility by means of a two story addition to 
the Administration Building and a ‘‘squar- 
ing off’’ of the rear side of the Hospital 
complex. ‘‘When completed and fully oc- 
cupied, the Hospital’s expansion will 
provide in excess of 100 new jobs and an 
additional yearly payroll of approximately 
$900,000 to add to local community 
economy. Also, as a direct result of the 
project and in support of its occupancy, 
the hospital will spend another 1.6 million 
dollars, most of it locally,’ said Lane. 
‘Most importantly, however, realization 
of this goal will make it possible for the 
Hospital to keep pace with medical care 

delivery system needs as expressed 
through the community we serve.” 

Lane emphasized that the need for ad- 
ditional beds is required to meet the 
health care demands of a growing popula-

tion, not only in Greater Lawrence, but in 
the hospital’s Southern New Hampshire 
service area as well. According to area 
health agencies, Greater Lawrence pop- 
ulation figures are expected to increase to 
166,300 by 1985, in addition to a dramatic 
climb in Bon Secours Hospital’s Southern 
New Hampshire service area, from 42,987 
to 62,020 over the next five years. Another 
factor which bears on the bed need Lane 
reported, is the use rate of the elderly pop- 
ulation per patient day. 

According to Lane, the financial impact 
of project cost was carefully studied by 
Hospital Trustees, accountants and 
auditors who found that although overall 
cost will go up, the unit cost on a patient to 
patient basis will go down somewhat, as 
the cost for doing business will be spread 
over an increased volume. ‘‘Patient 
charges should reflect a slightly 
downward trend or, at the very least, 
there should be a stabilization of hospital 
charges, adjusted of course, for inflation 
levels at the time the new building is in 
operation. The results of a comparative 
study by the hospital’s auditors found that 
without the new building, our ratio of ex- 
pense to net income showed a gain at year 
end of approximately $100,000. They also 
found that with the new building com- 
pleted and with all services operating at 
expected occupancy levels the gain would 
amount to $600,000. The Hospital would 
reduce the surplus to before construction 
levels by appropriate rate reductions. The

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Emergency Medical Plan Study Funded 


The Merrimack Valley Regional 
Emergency Medical Services Systems 
Corporation has received a grant of $30,000 
from the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare to conduct a study of the 
feasibility of an advanced life support 
system for the region. Such a system 
would feature paramedic training, a 
sophisticated radio capability and con- 
tinuing education programs for physicians 
and nurses. 

The study will examine the extent of 
need for such an advanced system in the 
region and the prospect for sustained 
financing of such a system. 


An advanced life support system is a 
comprehensive program that ties together 
all the elements of emergency medical 
care. Paramedic training for ambulance 
attendants and direct hospital to am- 
bulance radio allows the physician to 
direct the care of a patient on the street. 
For example, electrocardiograms can be 
transmitted to the hospital and the physi- 
cian may order the administration of 
drugs or even an electric shock from a 
defibrillator to restart a stalled heart. 


Such a system requires the coordination 
and cooperation of all emergency medical 
resources in the region. Hospitals, 
physicians, ambulance services, and all 
emergency response personnel, must be 
ready and willing to act as a team. Train- 
ing would take place at various hospitals 
and through a variety of educational 
resources.

Good Year 


It’s an excellent year for sweet corn, ac- 
cording to Bay State growers who will be 
harvesting the favorite summertime crop 
till mid-September. 

Some 7100 acres have been planted in 
Massachusetts, an increase of 9 percent 
over last year’s acreage, the state Food 
and Agriculture Department reports. 

“‘Bi-colored’’ corn with both yellow and 
white kernels is grown extensively in 
Massachusetts and one of the new 
varieties this summer is ‘Burgundy 
Delight,’’ a corn with burgundy red 
streaks on the husk. Others are Harmony, 
Sweet Sue, Sweet Sal and Calico; Butter 
and Sugar is one of the original varieties 
from which the ‘‘bi-colors’’ were 
developed.

Good quality corn will have fresh look- 
ing snug husks, brown silks and plump, 
juicy kernels. For farm fresh quality, you 
can also look for the ‘‘Mass. Grown’”’ sign 
at retail food stores, roadside farm stands 
and farmers markets. 

It’s best to cook it as soon as you but it, 
but if you must keep corn a while, 
refrigerate promptly with husks on and

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report and to seek.community input. 

Kear said he would try to get the town to 
provide some improvements to the area, 
try to entice the proper kinds of 
businesses, and try to get residents to take 
a greater interest in the well being of the 
community as a whole. 

The report which Henderson and Loeb 
presented to the planning board reviewed 
utilities, neighborhoods, buildings, land 
use and traffic, and surveyed part of the 
community about what kinds of commer- 
cial businesses the community is in- 
terested in seeing brought to Ballardvale. 

They divided Ballardvale into four 
neighborhoods and categorized the condi- 
tion of the housing in each neighborhood in 
one of five ways: sound, neglected, 
deteriorated, severe, and substandard. 
Most of the houses in Ballardvale, 95 per- 
cent were classed as sound. Henderson 
said, ‘‘the other 5 percent is very visible,’’ 
and located in the center of Bailardvale. 
Most of the neglected housing was near 
building which were labelled severe or 
deteriorating. 

A sound building was one in good struc- 
tural repair which was painted and which 
had a neat yard. Neglected housing in- 
dicated need for cosmetic improvements 
such as fresh paint or tending to the yard. 
Deteriorated and severe housing indicated 
need for varying amounts of structural im- 
provements, and substandard, according 
to a slide shown, indicated a building not 
worth repairing. 

Most of the buildings in bad shape were 
older ones, Henderson said. In fact, 44 per- 
cent of those listed as less than sound were 
also listed on the historical building sur- 
vey. 

The community buildings in Ballardvale 
were reviewed and found wanting in two 
cases. The Community Center was called 
“‘dingy,’’ but ‘‘could be extremely attrac- 
tive were the town to maintain it,’”’ accor- 
ding to Henderson. The Bradley school has 
stood vacant since 1954, and was now used 
for nothing, as far as he could tell, except 
storiong fourth of Julyu booths. And the 
post office, which they found to be the 
most used community facility, barely sur- 
vived the post office consolidation a few 
years ago, and could also use cosmetic im- 
provements. 

The Ballardvale United Church and the 
fire house, which Henderson and Loeb 
mistook for a house at first, were both 
considered in good shape. 

The commercial area, including the 
Amoco station and the storefront building 
containing the Corner Cupboard, have 
problems, according to the report. The 
stores are plagued by vandalism, and the 
gas station, architecturally, does not seem 
to fit, they said. 

A survey of 77 residents showed that 84 
percent of the population there was in 
favor of a commercial area in the center 
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of Ballardvale. Stores most often men- 
tioned for that shopping district were a 
pharmacy, grocery, hardware, haircut- 
ting, ice cream parlor, pizzeria and a 
bank. 

Most persons living in Ballardvale now 
shop in downdown Andover or Shawsheen, 
but the report indicated Ballardvale could 
support commercial enterprises. Based on 
road distances and assuming persons shop 
at the closest store, Henderson and Loeb 
projected that 5405 persons would use 
Ballardvale stores. They said this would 
make it financially feasible for business. 

But three house fires and two brush 
fires, all suspected cases of arson oc- 
curring in the area in the last year, and 
vandalism and deterrents to investors. “‘In 
this sense, Ballardvale has a little of the 
problem of the cities,’’ Henderson said. 

The space is there, the community in- 
terest is there and the financial climate is 
there to attract business, and what is 
needed now is ‘‘an active planning 
process,’’ according to Henderson. 

A review of the industry in Ballardval 
indicated that what is there is generally 
well run and food for the economic life of 
that section of town. Industry in Lowell 
Junction, however, creates some traffic 
problems, according to Loeb. 

A count of cars and trucks turning from 
Dascomb Road to Clark road showed 760 
cars and 112 trucks taking that route per 
day. Coming out of Clark onto Dascomb, 
traffic was nearly as heavy, with 708 cars 
and 108 trucks. Clark Road is 32 feet wide, 
Loeb said, which creates a problem when 
a tractor trailer truck drives down it. 

The problem is worse at Andover Street 
and River Street where, according to the 
study, 1495 cars per day leave Lowell 
Junction by River Street. The road is 
posted ‘No Trucking” but truck traffic 
was observed on River Street which is 21 
feet wide. 

An interchange at Lowell Junction with 
Interstate 93 would help relieve this 
problem, Kear said. . 

A review of environmental factors 
showed that the Shawsheen River at 
Ballardvale showed a lack of oxygen, a 
growth of algae and detergent foam at the 
foot of the Ballardvale dam. Storm water 
runoff goes directly into the river, Loeb 
said, causing further pollution. 

What seems called for, generally, 
Henderson and Loeb said, is a tapping of 
the spirit of Ballardvale’s past. ‘To un- 
derstand Ballardvale,’’ Henderson said, 
‘you need to look to its past. Unlike any 
other part of Andover it lives in the past 
and glorifies the past.” 

The village was built around the river, 
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which. supplied: power'.‘for- miils and 
transportation. Ballardvale was a thriving 
mill town making textiles and tools, ‘‘back 
when Lawrence was practically nothing.’’ 
The railroad built through the village 
maintained its economic vitality by 
providing transportation. According to 
Henderson, Interstate 93 could provide 
that same stimulus today. 

A reminder of that history and the 
citizens who helped make the community 
thrive in the 19th century could help 
restore the community spirit which 
i lead now seems to lack, Henderson 
said. 

And it is important to act now, Hender- 
son said, while there are still older per- 
sons in the community who remember the 
way Ballardvale used to be. ‘‘They’ve seen 
it when it was peaceful and tranquil and 
vibrant,” he said. ‘If we let them go by, 
we will have lost a link to the past.”’

Cleaning A Swath 
Through Deer Jump

Armed with bug and plant spray, hard 
hats, mosquito netting, gloves and a four- 
wheel drive all-terrain vehicle, a crew of 
CETA workers has been battling poison 
ivy, trash and the Merrimack River since 
March at the Deer Jump Reservation. 


The two-and-a-half-mile of riverside 
land in West Andover is owned by the An- 
dover Village Improvement Society 
(AVIS). The CETA workers are there to 
help improve the reservation for hikers, 
horse-back riders and cross-country 
Skiiers. 


Funded by a federal CETA grant, two 
foremen and eight crew have been clean- 
ing up Deer Jump and improving the 
trails. The grant, originally scheduled to 
expire Sept. 1 has been extended to the end 
of the month because the project has been 
understaffed for most of the summer. 

Claus Dengler, AVIS land management 
chairman, said he hoped the grant could 
be further extended to allow the crew to 
continue for as long as the weather is 
warm enough to work outdoors. 


One of the major tasks of the CETA 
crew is to spray poison ivy plants which 
dominates the undergrowth at several 
points on the main path through the reser- 
vation. The all-terrain vehicle, originally 
designed as farm equipment, can carry a 
pump and a large reserve of amytrol, a 
biodegradable herbicide which kills woody 
plants. This allows the crew to cover a 
larger area at one time than they could 
with hand sprayers. David Batey, warden 
of the reservation, said he hoped the crew 
could spray the poison ivy near the path 
three times this year. That should be 
enough, he said, to keep down its growth 
for another five years. i 

Since the vehicle needs a path four feet 


wide to ride on, some of the paths have 
been enlarged and some new ones have 
been built. According to Batey, the widen- 
ed paths are an asset to the reservation, 
making it easier for cross-country skiers 
to get through. Ideally, Batey said, the ski 
trail should be six to eight feet wide. 


Another chore the CETA crew performs 
is removing snags from the river’s edge. 
Trees near the edge of the bank have their 
roots undermined by the water and bend 
over until their branches are in the water. 
These trees are leaners. _ 

The branches of leaners collect 
whatever is floating in the river eventual- 
ly creating an unsightly patch of debris. 
These snags collect tires, mattresses, 
laundry baskets, baseballs, toys, in short 
anything which gets thrown in the river. 
They also snag leaves, broken branches 
and other natural trash. 

To remove a snag, the workers first 
clean up the things collected in the 
branches of the leaners. The debris is 
divided into two categories, 
biodegradable, and  non-biodegradable. 
The biodegradables are stacked in piles 
away from the river, out of sight of the 
path where they can decompose. The non- 
biodegradables are stacked in piles which 
will be disposed of by the department of 
public works. 

The leaners are then cut off at the roots 
and dragged out of the river with the help 
of a rope and a device called a come-along 
winch. The winch, operating much like an 
automobile jack, helps reduce the amount 
of necessary heavy lifting. Once on shore, 
the Ieaners are cut into logs and stacked 
with the other biodegradables to rot. 

A third project which Batey would like

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Asks: Town 


There is a light at the end of Donna 
Road, and Peter Zammuto is paying for it. 

At a rate of $5 per month, Zammuto is 
paying for what is officially a private 
street light. It was installed by the former 
owner of the Zammuto home at a time 
when Donna Road had not been accepted 
by the town and was therefore not eligible 
to receive town street lights. 

When the road was taken over by the 
town in 1977, the bill continued to go to the 
former owner, who continued to pay it. 
Later, due to crime in the area, the town 
put in street lights on all the other roads in 
the same subdivision as Donna Road. Still, 
the town did not accept billing for the 
private light in front of Zammuto’s house. 

When Zammuto bought the house a year 
ago, he received a bill for the light from 
the Mass. Electric Company. Since it 
came separate from the bill for the house, 
he assumed it was part of an unpaid bill 
from the former owner. Each month he 
forewarded the bill to Arizona. 

After three months, Mass. Electric in- 
formed Zammuto that if he did not start 
paying for the light, it would be removed. 
Zammuto did not, and Mass. Electric took 
out the light.

not want to pay for it, had it but back and 
agreed he would pay the $5 per month. He 
then tried to get the town to start paying 
the bill. 

The town, it seems, had no money 
budgeted to accept Zammuto’s street 
light. Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark 
said that town meeting authorized no 
money for new street lights and there was 
a waiting list of 22. Zammuto’s light was 
not even on the list. 

Zammuto argued that since it was the 
town’s oversight for not accepting the bill- 
ing for the light when it took over Donna 
Road, that it should correct its error now. 

Clark agreed it was the town’s error, but 
there was no money to correct it. Besides, 
he said, Zammuto had since signed an 
agreement with Mass. Electric saying 
that Zammuto would pay the bill. 

The selectmen said they recognized 
Zammuto’s problem, but that their hands 
were tied. They could not authorize taking 
over payment of the light bill. 

Clark told Zammuto the next opportuni- 
ty he would have for requesting funds to 
pay for his light will be the 1980 town 
meeting. Until then, Zammuto will have to 
pay the $5 a month for the light or be left 
in the dark.

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First Country Club 
Plan Is Approved 


The definitive plan for the first section 
of the proposed Andover Country Club sub- 
division was approved Friday morning by 
the planning board. 

The decision on the 69 home develop- 
ment between Canterbury Road and 
Chandler Circle can be appealed for 20 
days from last Friday. 

If there is no appeal, or if all appeals are 
resolved by the end of the 20-day period, 
the plan can go to the conservation com- 
mission for approval, according to Com- 
munity Development Director Rhys Kear. 
The commission would set an order of con- 
ditions for builder-developer Yvon Cor- 
mier to follow in grading the land to allow 
for proper drainage. Kear said a hearing 


oprucing vu 
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by the conservation commission probably 
could not be scheduled before Sept. 18. 

Once final approvals by the planning 
board and the conservation commission 
are granted, Cormier can go ahead with 
developing the 74.26-acre subdivision. Ac- 
cording to Kear, the initial stages will con- 
sist of putting in Westminister Road, 
which will connect Canterbury Road and 
Chandler Circle and run parallel to Lowell 
Street. The six cul-de-sacs which are 
planned to branch off Westminister will be 
graded and water and sewer lines will be 
connected. 

Sewers will be connected to existing 
lines under Lowell Street and Canterbury 
Road, and water mains will be connected

All drainage of stormwater will be taken 
care of on the site, Kear said.

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Tenants in the Veterans’ Housing Pro- 
ject off Morton street, whose income is 
above continued occupancy limits, have 
their monthly charges increased 25 per 
cent, according to Executive Director 
Thomas J. Walsh. 

Walsh informed the TOWNSMAN, that 
this is the only manner in which such 
problems can be handled, responding to a 
report from State Auditor Thaddeus 
Buczko, whose office recently completed 
an examination of authority operations. 


Among the problems detected, most of 
which involved accounting procedures, 
was that eight tenants had income in ex- 
cess of the continued occupancy limits. 


Walsh explained that under law there is 
only one procedure that can be followed to 
address such a problem. Under mandate 
from the state housing authority, tenants 
can not be evicted, but their rents can be 
adjusted upward 25 per cent annually. This 
provides the impetus to move, or to con- 
tinue to pay the higher rent. 

Such cases, Walsh explains, generally 
stem from families moving into units 
when children are small. Later, as the 
family grows and other members enter 
the job market, the total family income 
rises. 

He said the Andover Housing Authority 
was aware of the matter and had taken the 
proper steps — raising the rent — to follow 
the legal steps to bring the entire 
Veterans’ project into conformity. 


The ‘income in excess of continued oc- 
cupancy limits,’ problem was not found in 
any of the AHA-owned senior citizen com- 
plexes. 

The auditors also found that the AHA 
was not keeping proper records regarding 
its modernization prpogram in accordance 
with Department of Community Affairs 
standards. 


Residents of Abbot Bridge Estates have 
requested speed limit. signs for their 
neighborhood to slow down traffic. 

Maureen Wrobel, 8 Eastman Road, 
Speaking for area residents, asked 
selectmen to consider posting the signs on 
Eastman Road to limit speeds to 30 miles 
per hour.

Clark.

According to Clark, 
someone in a car ‘had spent a great deal 
of time”’ driving back and forth over the 
triggering mechanism of the counter, thus 
running up the count. The count would 
have to be redone, he Said, before any ac- 
tion can be taken. 

Wrobel said she could not imagine who 
would do that to the count, since all but 
one or two of her neighbors had signed the 
petition and were in favor of the Signs. She 
Said she would find the person responsible 
for running up the count.

Selectmen And Appointments 


Andover selectmen have been making some curious 
moves of late with regard to appointments by the town 
manager. 

One involved objection to the manager indicating his 
recommended choices for appointments to municipal 
boards or committees to the media prior to board 
meetings. 

The other was objection by some members of the 
board to his selection of appointees to the Cardinal 
Cushing Gym study group. 

As for the initial objection, the board seems upset 
that the manager would indicate his proposed appointee 
without first informing the board, or making: the 
recommendation at a public meeting. 

Selectmen have the right, of course to approve or dis- 
approve of the manager’s appointments. But, for the 
most part, the incumbent over the years has been given 
pretty much a free hand in choosing those with whom he 
wishes to work, within the municipal family. 

We see no reason why the manager should now be 
‘gagged’ from informing the media of whom he intends 
to name to municipal posts. Selectmen, individually, 
have access to the manager’s intent and we are sure 
they discuss various matters among themselves in the 
days between meetings. 

The objection in this case seems of little consequence, 
and the board should be concerned about more impor- 
tant municipal matters. 

The naming of the gymnasium study committee is 
another matter. 

The manager, apparently working within the 
framework of the town meeting vote, which committed 
the building to examination as to use, had intended to 
name three people, all of whom would seem to fit the 
generally prescribed ground rules. 

Philip Salamone, as a Shawsheen resident, was one of 
the nominees. He would have had the interests of his 
neighbors in mind in any deliberations. He has 
represented the area in many decisions regarding the 
Shawsheen area, and, no doubt would have had valuable 
input into the gymnasium matter from a neighborhood 
standpoint. 


Joan Pearson, as director of community services, 
was to be another appointee. Her value would have been 
in the area of the building economically meeting needs 
of that department, which is about the only conceivable 
use to which the structure could be put. 

Most objection seemed to center on Charles Ran- 
court, who is chairman of the community services 
department. 

We trust that the point of objection here was indicated 
in the comment by Susan T. Poore, that the committee 
makeup, as proposed, seemed too much of an advocacy 
group. 

Rancourt is an advocate. He is chairman of the com- 
munity services committee, in charge of the town’s 
recreation and community schools program among 
others. He is a strong advocate, which is what a com- 
mittee chairman should be. We dare say that Rancourt 
might propose a tiddlywinks arena for the industrial 
park, if sufficient local interest were shown. That’s his 
job and it is the duty of the manager, finance com- 
mittee, selectmen and other to convince him otherwise. 

With two additional appointees, disinterested, if that 
be the proper word, we trust that Rancourt and com- 
pany could be brought into line, a report and recommen- 
dation produced within the framework provided by the 
town meeting vote. 

Now, a rather botched situation lies fallow while the 
manager looks for other appointees. 

Until the study committee proposal reached town 
meeting floor, the intent, by the manager and 
selectmen, was to sell the building to the Andover Com- 
panies and use proceeds to reconstruct recreation park 
lodge. 


The study proposal killed action. While it was done in 
by the democratic process, the action is still regret- 
table, since it would be difficult to find a more compati- 
ble use for the structure. Now the town may be stuck 
with it forever with its incumbent costs. 


Unless, of course, we can get an unbiased committee 
to look into the matter, which is equivalent to asking a 
child to choose between candy and spinach.

Carter Making Peace 
With the Congress Now? 


A couple of weeks ago, for 
example, he took New York 
Rep. Mario Biaggi aside. 
Biaggi, a Democrat, comes 
from Italian stock, but he is 
deeply concerned about the 
conflict in Northern Ireland. 
Carter astutely engaged 
Biaggi in a discussion not of 
Italian issues but about 
Northern Ireland and its 
human rights problems.

In looking to protect the golf course, 
Kear said he was optimistic. Im- 
provements Cormier has made to the 
course are ‘‘an indication that he has no 
intention in the immediate future of get- 
ting rid of it or building on it,’’ Kear said. 

About Cormier, he said, ‘‘What we have 
here is a guy who’s willing to function in 
good faith. He knows what he’s doing; he’s 
a very experienced builder and developer. 
And he’s very trustworthy.”
